We 
will replace at the first proper planting season at one 
half original cost any plant planted by us in a location 
approved by us that dies within six months, provided it 
has received proper care and the account has been paid 
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in accordance with our terms. The customer pays for 
delivery and planting at cost. This guarantee does not 
cover losses due to droughts, storms, severe winters, 
insect injury, disease, or other factors beyond our con- 
trol. Should we not have the same plant in stock, we 
reserve the right to substitute the nearest variety and 
size of equal value. We do not guarantee plants trans- 
planted from one location to another on customer’s 
property.
